The intimate diaries of Count Ciano, Mussolini's son-in- 
law, disclose that appeasement had gone so far in 1939 that 
Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain of Great Britain submit- 
ted a House of Commons’ speech for Mussolini's approval, 
lest the dictator take offense. 

Ciano, whose personal records are being 
published exclusively in The Edmonton Bul- 
letin, described Chamberlain’s visit to Rome, 
Jan 11-14, 1939, as a “big lemonade,” a lot of 
nothing. 

The Axis were setting the stage for war in 
Europe. It waited only the end of fighting in 
Spain and the formal conclusion of the mili- 
tary alliance between Rome and Berlin.

Relatively little 
is known about how children ac- 
quire infantile paralysis and for 
that very reason mothers have to 


take extra precautions to see that 
their children live the kind of lives

There are, unfortunately, not 
even any definite symptoms by 
which polio might be recognized 
intantly. Children may vomit, have 
fever, be constipated or have diar- 
thea. They may have some throats 
and colds, or a severe headache 
One cannot, at this season, ignore 
any of these symptoms and consid- 
er them trivial Better be too 
careful than too casual 

tf the child seems ill, what- 
ever his symptoms, if his neck 
seems stiff or his muscies painful, 
keep him away from other child- 
ren and call the doctor.
